REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the microbial 
cellulose dressing, comprising or consisting essentially of 1.5-4.5% w/w microbial cellulose, and 
used in the claimed method of treating chronic wounds in humans exhibits unexpected liquid 
donation and absorption properties. The prior art does not disclose, teach, or fairly suggest 
microbial cellulose dressing having the specific range of microbial cellulose of 1.5-4.5% w/w, 
which exhibit a moisture donation ability of greater than 75% of its liquid weight as well as the 
ability to absorb liquid in an amount effective for treatment of a chronic wound. 

Claims 1-11, 19, 26-31, 33-34, and 36-39 are considered to be allowable, because the 
closest prior art reference (Ring et al., U.S. Patent No. 4,588,400), although generally suggesting 
the microbial cellulose materials may exhibit moisture donation and liquid absorption properties 
does not provide any guidance or suggestion as to how to tune these properties by varying the 
amount of microbial cellulose in a medical product, such as a wound dressing, or suggest making 
wound dressings having the recited amount of microbial cellulose would exhibit the recited 
donation properties. Furthermore, Ring teaches a broad range for the amount of microbial 
cellulose and does not suggest the specific range recited in Applicants' claims would exhibit a 
particular combination of liquid absorption and moisture donation properties. Finally, the data in 
Applicants' figure 1 demonstrates the unexpected correlation between the amount of microbial 
cellulose in a wound dressing and the exhibited moisture donation and liquid absorption 
properties, as recited in claim 1 of the instant application. Applicants' amendment to claim 19 to 
depend from claim 1 overcame the obviousness-type double patenting rejection over U.S. Patent 
No. 7,510,725 in view of Orr III (U.S. Patent No. 6,369,289).
